It was orglnally suggested as a 
name for Colorado Territory, but to 
the horror of the sponsor of such a 
name, he found thathehad been the 
victim of a practical loke. He learn- 



ed that the name "Idaho" dld.not 
_n«ean "gem of the mountains.” In. . 
fact, It did not mean anything at all. 
It had been invented as a practical 
Joke. And after naming the Colorado 
territory "Idaho," It was quickly 
changed back to Colorado by the 
U.S. Senate In 1661 before the House 
of Representatives had a chance to 
act on the proposal. 

An article in the 1675 issue of the 
New York Dally Tribune explains 
how an "eccentric," George M. Will- 
ing. had coined the word Idaho and 
often lold the story "With the most - 
gleeful appreciation of the humor of 


the thing.”
